Fergus Falls, Minn., June 2 4 —Cy­ 
clo n es wept Fergus Falls, with its 44 
dead, 15 missing and 167 injured, is un­ 
der martial law. 
Armed sentries, with orders to shoot 
any persons who attem pted looting, 
paced back ami forth beside the water- 
soaked ruins of what had been the 
Grand 
hotel, 
stores 
aud 
business 
blocks, churches and the city's most 
attractive homes. 
Guards were sta­ 
tioned at every en tran t* to the town 
to keep out the curious and those who 
might come to rob. 
State, military 
and city officials are co-operating to 
prevent looting in the devastated area. 
Frantic Search for Victim*. 
Minnesota 
National 
Guard 
troops 
searched frantically in the ruins for 
victims of the storm, in the hope that 
»ome of those buried in the debris 
might still be alive, while the towns­ 
people assisted mechanically, or stood 
about in dazed, apathetic groups. 
They. too. had delves! in those ruins, 
frantically, in the rain and wind, they 
were trying vaguely to realize the hor­ 
ror of it all. 
They were too dazed to 
speak—all save those whose friends 
or relatives were missing. 
Most of 
them talked very little. 
Apparently 
they could not rem em ber 
how 
the 
storm carne, or what it was like. Every 
hour or so a low groan broke from the 
crowd, and white-faced men and wom­ 
en hurried up to the soldiers. Another 
body had been found 
Bodies Taken from Lake. 
Soldiers and civilians searched for 
the dead In the nearby lakes. 
On the 
west shore of l.ake Alice many promi­ 
nent citizens had beautiful 
summer 
homes. Most of these were demolished 
when the storm swooped down over the 
lake after having cut its path through 
the town. 
The bodies of several of 
th e householders were recovered from 
the lake. 
Many more are believed to 
be in th** water. 
Relief agencies, from 
Minneai»oli8 and St. Paul and from 
nearby towns, had been active, with 
the result that temporary shelter was 
provided for the 1,500 homeless citi­ 
zens. 
Arc lights had been strung up 
on tem porary poles to take the place 
of the wrecked lighting system.

TIME TO TALK IS PAST

As the foreigners look into the fu­ 
ture they see France as she was in 
1914, alone on the continent save for 
Belgium, exposed lo the fury of the 
Hun.

Twister Blew 15 Minutes One Direc­ 
tion, Lull Followed and It 
Reversed Itself 


Charles E. Benson, a special officer 
of the Indian department operating 
in Brainerd and previously on the 
Mesaba. was in the thick of the Fer­ 
gus Falls cyclone Sunday evening. 
He was a witness at the federal 
term of court and was staying at the 
Kaddatz hotel about 
three 
blocks 
from the Grand hotel. 
He was in 
his room in the annex, third floor, 
facing the river. 
For an hour and a 
half he and companions had heard 
the loud rumbling of the storm. 
The 
air grew darker, rain fell and h* and 
two companions had just closen two 
windows when a plank blew into the 
room. 
They ducked debris and looked out 
and saw showers of planks, tin cans, 
sections of roofs skimming by like 
leaves on an October gale. 
The Kad- 
datz hotel, a brick structure, wobbled 
about uneasily in the gale.

Setting for Ceremony at Ver­ 
sailles Is Completed. 


Famous G allery of M irrors Has Re­ 


ceived Its Final Furnishings for 


H istorical Occasion. 


Paris, June 24.— The French for­ 
eign office stated it would be im­ 
possible to complete all arrange­ 
ments for form al signing of the 
peace treaty before W ednesday. 


Versailles, June 24.— Plans are near­ 
ly completed for signing th** treaty at 
Versailles. 
Orders have been Issued 
to have everything iii readiness, al­ 
though Hie ceremony may not take 
place before Thursday. 
'I’he famous Gallery of Mirrors has 
receive*! its ti un I furnishings. T he car­ 
pets have b een bibl ami th** ornam ent­ 
al table with Us Eighteenth century 
gilt and bronze decorations has been 
placed in position near when* the plen­ 
ipotentiaries will he seated. 
There will I*** room for 400 invited 
persons. 
They will be given places Iii 
the left wing of the Hall til Mirrors, 
while th** right wing will Im* occupied 
by about Hie sam e number of press 
representatives. Sixty seats have been 
B lotted to the French press. 
Th** program of arrangements, as far 
as th ey have been settled, were sub­ 
mitted to Premier Ulemenceau. 
The 
court of honor has been cleared of 
’aptured guns, 
Three regim ents of 
infantry and (Ive of cavalry will he 
on duty. 
Kepuhllcun guards In gala 
uniform WHI he stationed on the grand 
staircase 
by 
which 
the 
plenipoten­ 
tiaries enter the hall. 
According to the Havas agency dip­ 
lomatic relations with Germany 'GII 
not be resumed Immediately on signing 
of the treaty, but only after Its ratifi­ 
cation. 
T his also applies to th** adm is­ 
sion of German subjects into France. 
Fronting M. C'lemenueau’a presiden­ 
tial chair will be placed a table on 
which the diplomatic instrum ents will 
be laid. 
It will he to this table that 
each representative is culled in alpha­ 
betical order to sign his name to the 
treaty and afhx his governm ent seal. 
Although there are IOO delegates, the 
ceremony Is expected to tuke at least 
90 minutes.
